GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

The racing bill before the two bodies of the 
Illinois Legislature has a chance to pass, it 
provides for 157 days racing and is a measure 
that adds to the revenue of the state. The tax- 
ation provisions of the bill are well built and 
its general terms sensible and correct. Should 
local troubles not bring about political division, 
the bill will pass. Should it become a law 
Washington Park will open its gates in 1898 for, 
probably, its old term of twenty-five days. This 
will leave 132 days for the other Chicago courses. 
Hawthorne and Harlem would get ninety days 
under the law, leaving forty-two days for the 
three Indiana tracks at Lakeside, Sheffield and 
Forsyth. The Indiana tracks, by mere exis- 
tence and past use have become fixed items in 
the Chicago racing field. Monopoly in racing 
is not more healthy than in other lines. 

An agreement between all track owners seems 
probable under the terms of the measure — 
should it pass— on some such basis as this :

As a matter of revenue Illinois would proba- 
bly get from $30,000 to $40,000 a year through the 
measure from the three Chicago race tracks 
alone and some $150,000 from all the race tracks 
within its limits. The passage of the bill w. uld 
give Chicago from five to eight millions of 
dollars worth of business which has gone to 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and the East for the past 
three years and benefit the breeders of the state 
by nearly as large a sum. In addition it would 
aid the breeders and owners of American 
thoroughbreds by four or five times that 
amount. The business men of Chicago might 
well send to the members of the Illinois legis- 
lature their idea of what they have lost by the 
closing of Washington Park and the two other 
high class race courses in Cook county. Such 
testimony would make the passage of Senator 
Fitzpatrick’s measure a surety. 

Frank Shaw is said to have a “good thing” 
within his present control— a bicycle brake that 
is likely to yield him another fortune. He is in 
New York and bound for England to protect the 
device at that corner. I hope Shaw’s device 
will make him rich again. He has been rich a 
score of times, only to drift to poverty through 
the avenues of chancetaking. Shaw is as 
straight up and down a fellow as I ever ran 
against upon the race track. He was abused 
and accused of trickery when at his best in a 
financial w’ay. I knew him well and kept track 
of his operations in 1891, 1892 and 1893. when he 
was most active about the turf. All the big 
actors about racing speculation are marked and 
used by furtive turfmen. Shaw was liberal and 
got all the “information” that way on tap. He 
relied upon “information” and won and lost 
^-fortunes in betting about it. Several times he 
was nearly half a million “strong.” Shaw’s 
mere carelessness— failure to check “informa- 
tion” with public form— settled him. 

There never was a more daring player than 
Shaw. He would bet $20,000 or so on a mere 
notion and when the Covington rooms and the 
Garfield Park foreign book were “good” — there 
was hardly a limit to the amount they would 
take— he frequently bet $50,000 a day. His bets 
by wire almost made the post price. Certainly 
they cut a deep figure about it. Shaw was 
abused by the papers and held up as a manipu 



lator of turf tools. As a matter of fact, he was 
what the “keeners” of the turf call “a sucker.” 
He was into everything: a nervous, busy, Amer- 
ican who had to put the steam w’itliin him into 
every open avenue. He bought the betting 
privilege and fought the so-called Western 
Bookmakers’ Association at Washington Park 
during the World’s Fair season. It cost him 
nearly $100,000, because the bookmakers opposed 
his $150 a day scheme. Shaw filled up his own 
ring and lost. He owes a lot of money about 
this scheme today. If he ever gets the price, 
Shaw will pay all his debts. I hope he will 
get it. 

The eastern campaign of Piccolo— the racing 
qualities of which Shaw leased in 1892— cost 
him another fortune. The horse was fast, but a 
coward and a failure. F. H. Brunell.

Col. W. S. Barnes, proprietor of the noted 
Melbourne Stud Farm, denies that he intends 
to again embark actively in racing, and in a 
letter to Daily Racing Form says: “I 

wish you would deny the report that I have 
regularly returned to the turf. I will race a 



stable but not as a business. My business is 
breeding with annual sales. I have sixty-five 
as fine broodmares as any one owns, hoaded by 
Jim Gore and Prince of Monaco and the finest 
equipped place around Lexington.” 

“I kept of my own breeding and bought seven 
finely bred fillies for broodmares and with two 
colts that were out of condition at the time of 
my sale, two that purchasers failed to pay for 
and three 3-year-olds I already had— this consti- 
tutes my stable and after development, they 
will all be for sale.” 

From this it is apparent Col. Barnes has no 
intention of more than a brief return to the 
place he once so worthily occupied as one of the 
class of turfmen who give character and stand- 
ing to the turf. In his letter he announces his 
departure for Florida where he will remain for 
some time recuperating slightly impaired 
health. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



John B. Brannon, who was ruled off in 1891 by 
the officials of the Latonia Jockey Club for 
supposed complicity in the notorious Polk 
Badget case was reinstated by that same club 
Thursday. Brannon was unjustly ruled off and 
his vindication has been unjustly delayed. 
There was never the slightest evidence connect- 
ing bim with the ringing of Polk Badget except 
the circumstance that he, being then here in 
Chicago, had received a “tip” by telegraph from 
his brother telling him to put a bet on the horse, 
a suggestion that he thought so slightly of that 
he bet a very trivial sum and show r ed the tele- 
gram broadcast among his acquaintances so 
that they might avail themselves of its “in- 
formation” if they so wished. 

The 2-year-old stake events at New Orleans 
that closed January 15, received the following 
entries: The Premier Stakes, $1000 guaranteed, 
30; the Bayonet Stakes, 1-2 mile, $1000 guaran- 
teed, 31; the Lexington Selling Stake, 1-2 mile, 
$1000 guaranteed, 30; and the Lightning Stakes, 
5-8 mile, $1000 guaranteed, 48. All of the sup- 
posed cracks are in. 

A 2-year-old that may do to keep on the right 
side is W. \V. Worthington’s filly La Gabrille, 
by Inspector B— Baby Blake. She is credited 
with extremely fast work over the Newport 
track and is in most of the Latonia and Oakley 
stakes. 

James R. Keene has leased Mathew Dawson’s 
training establishment at Exning as the home 
of his horses in England. Mr. Keene says that 
Voter and St. Cloud are doing w T ell in their 
winter exercise at Newmarket. 

John Givens is to retire as trainer for J. 
Naglee Burk at the conclusion of the present 
Oakland meeting. 

Hugh Jones has presented Whirlwind to Dan 
Honig, who will breed the daughter of El Rio 
Rey to Magnet. 

Mrs. Langtry paid $25,000 for Aurum, the 
crack three-year-old of Australia.

HAMBURG IS SOUND. 



A fake interview telegraphed from New York 
recently, credited Marcus Daly with conceding 
that Hamburg is unsound. The interview was 
a lie pure and simple for space filling purposes, 
but it has sufficed t,o elicit the following state- 
ment from John Madden: 

“Hamburg was sounder at the close of the 
season than he was just before the Great Trial 
was run— so sound was he that I offered to bet 
$5,000 and agreed to give Malvolio 20 pounds in 
three-quarters over Latonia, one of the hardest 
tracks in the west. This I certainly would not 
have offered had I thought him sore. He won 
each of his last five stakes in a gallop. His feet 
and legs are absolutely clean and sound, with 
the exception of a small windpuff in the center 
of the knee, nowhere near the joint. Hamburg 
was foaled with this puff, and on an inspection 
of the Max photograph of Lady Reel the same 
puff may be seen over her knee. Hamburg’s 
perfect action wid carry him through the sea- 
son, even if he should develop bad legs. I began 
the training of Hamburg before he w ? as one year 
old— took him up on December 15, 1895. Any 
person not acquainted with Hamburg w r ould be 
readily deceived. He has, at a slow gait, a 
careless way of going, which many would call 
soreness. My only hope is that Mr. Daly will 
not send Hamburg west to fill his engagements, 
as my horse Plaudit is in the same stakes, and 
if Hamburg starts in these events I shall cer- 
tainly scratch Plaudit.”
